WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1 of  Title  2 of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and

If  the  City  receives  a CDLAC  allocation  for  the  Project  and  the  Bonds  are  not 
issued,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is  hereby  authorized  to 
cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California,  if  and  to  the  extent 
required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  9.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  consistent  with  the  documents  cited  herein  and  this  Resolution, 
and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees  with  respect  to  the  Project, 
consistent  with  the  documents  cited  herein  and  this  Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
submission  of  the  application  to  CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  10.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
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approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  declaring  the  month  of  May  2016  as  CalFresh  Awareness  and  Action  Month 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  urging  all  community  members  to  support 
efforts  to  increase  awareness  of  and  participation  in  the  CalFresh  program. 

WHEREAS,  Access  to  safe,  nutritious,  and  culturally  acceptable  food  is  a basic  human 
right  and  is  essential  to  human  health;  and 

WHEREAS,  Food  security  is  a state  in  which  all  persons  obtain  a nutritionally 
adequate,  culturally  acceptable  diet  at  all  times  through  local  non-emergency  sources;  and 
WHEREAS,  Food  security  is  the  foundation  of  a strong  and  healthy  community;  and 
WHEREAS,  One  in  four  San  Franciscans,  especially  low  income  residents,  seniors, 
families  with  children,  immigrants,  and  people  who  are  homeless,  suffer  disproportionately 
from  hunger  and  food  insecurity;  and 

WHEREAS,  Food  insecurity  results  in  poor  nutritional  intake,  unhealthy  eating 
behaviors  that  persist  sometimes  for  decades  after  the  food  insecurity  experience,  and  is 
associated  with  poor  health  outcomes  in  all  populations  and  higher  health  care  costs;  and 
WHEREAS,  A robust  CalFresh  program  (known  nationally  as  Supplemental  Nutrition 
Assistance  Program  (SNAP)  and  formerly  known  as  Food  Stamps)  is  critical  to  providing 
financial  resources  for  food  to  thousands  of  San  Franciscans; 

WHEREAS,  The  average  household  on  CalFresh  in  San  Francisco  receives 
approximately  $238  per  month  for  groceries;  and  CalFresh  is  provided  on  an  electronic  benefit 
card  that  can  be  used  in  grocery  stores,  supermarkets,  and  at  all  San  Francisco  farmers’ 
markets;  and 
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WHEREAS,  CalFresh  spurs  the  local  economy  because  each  CalFresh  benefit  dollar 
generates  $1 .79  as  an  economic  multiplier;  and  the  City  of  San  Francisco  pays  for  only  15% 
of  the  total  cost  of  administering  the  program,  and  zero  of  the  benefit  dollars;  which  means 
that  for  $3.6  million  of  local  investment,  CalFresh  brings  in  $173  million  in  benefits  and 
associated  economic  activity;  and 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  51,000  individuals  in  San  Francisco  receive  CalFresh,  yet 
an  estimated  49,000  additional  individuals  may  be  eligible  but  are  not  enrolled  in  CalFresh:

WHEREAS,  A key  opportunity  for  increasing  participation  is  conducting  targeted 
outreach  to  people  who  are  likely  eligible,  such  as  an  estimated  43,000  Medi-Cal  recipients 
and  11,000  school  children  already  registered  for  free  or  reduced  school  meals;  and

WHEREAS,  California's  landmark  climate  law,  California  State  Assembly  Bill  32 
(AB  32)  (Nunez-Pavley,  2006)  requires  a reduction  in  statewide  greenhouse  has  pollution  to 
1990  levels  by  2020;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  adopted  citywide  goals  of  75 
percent  landfill  diversion  by  2010  and  zero  waste  by  2020;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  be  consistent  with  state  goals  of  greenhouse  gas  reduction  (AB 
32)  and  source  reduction  and  recycling  (California  State  Assembly  Bill  341),  the  city  must 
create  a closed  loop  recycling  system,  support  in-state  recycling  and  manufacturing  to 
increase  the  amount  of  products  sold  in  California  containing  recycled  content;  and 
WHEREAS,  Over  the  last  30  years,  largely  in  part  due  to  California's  Beverage 
Container  Recycling  and  Litter  Reduction  Act  ("Bottle  Bill"),  Californians  have  increasingly

WHEREAS,  The  Legislative  Women’s  Caucus  recognizes  that  California  is  a state 
where  mothers  and  families  with  children  are  significant  contributors  in  the  economy;  and 
WHEREAS,  California  has  cut  over  $1,000,000,000  from  early  child  care  programs 
between  2009  and  2011;  and

WHEREAS,  The  recent  passage  of  minimum  wage  ordinances  and  parental  leave  has

[Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  - Central  Freeway  Parcel  O - 455  Fell  Street  - Not  to 
Exceed  $50,000,000] 

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”)  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
(the  “Director”)  to  submit  an  application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt 
Limit  Allocation  Committee  (“CDLAC”)  to  permit  the  issuance  of  residential  mortgage 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $50,000,000  for  455  Fell 
Street;  authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller’s  Office  to  hold  in 
trust  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000  in  accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures; 
authorizing  the  Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required 
amount;  authorizing  the  Director  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of 
California  if  the  City  fails  to  issue  the  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  approving, 
for  purposes  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1 986,  as  amended,  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $50,000,000;  authorizing  and  directing  the  execution  of  any  documents 
necessary  to  implement  this  Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action 
heretofore  taken  in  connection  with  the  Project  as  defined  herein,  and  the  Application 
as  defined  herein. 


WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Board  of  Supervisors”),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City"), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
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residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and 

WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7 of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  City  has  enacted 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  “City 
Law”),  constituting  Article  I of  Chapter  43  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order 
to  establish  a procedure  for  the  authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage 
revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of 
adequate  housing  and  home  finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and 
to  develop  viable  communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments, 
and  increased  economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7 of  Part  5 thereof  (the  “State  Law”),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  455  Fell,  L.P.,  a California  limited  partnership  (or  any  successor  thereto 
including  any  successor  owner  of  the  Project,  the  “Developer”),  desires  to  construct  a 108-unit 
affordable  residential  rental  housing  development  located  at  455  Fell  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California  94102  (Block  0831,  Lot  024  in  the  records  of  the  City’s  Assessor-Recorder)  (the 
“Project”);  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  “Bonds”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$50,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  "Loan”)  to  finance 
the  costs  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  limited  obligations,  payable  solely  from  pledged 
security,  including  Project  revenues,  and  will  not  constitute  a debt  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  “Code”),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 
WHEREAS,  On  April  14,  2016  the  City  caused  a notice  stating  that  a public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
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Community  Development  and  Community  Development  on  April  29,  2016,  to  appear  in  The 
San  Francisco  Chronicle  which  is  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  April  29,  2016  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and  the  minutes  of  such 
hearing  were  provided  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  prior  to  this  meeting;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and 
WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1.8  of  Division  1 of  Title  2 of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  (“CDLAC”)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 . The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a type  properly  chargeable  to  a capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $50,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 
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Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (the  “Director”),  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  to  submit  an  application  (the  “Application”),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be 
required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the 
Project  of  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $50,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  (“Deposit”)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available. 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California. 

Section  1 1 . The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby

Sponsors  (the  “Option”),  pursuant  to  which  2060  Folsom  Housing,  L.P.  will  have  a right  to 
enter  into  a ground  lease  for  the  Property  in  order  to  develop  the  Current  Project  (the  “Ground

(i)  a term  of  75  years  with  an  extension  option  for  24  additional  years;  (ii)  tenant  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  against  the  Property;  (iii)  the 
Property  shall  be  used  during  the  term  of  the  ground  lease  only  for  affordable  housing  with 
maximum  rent  and  income  levels  set  at  no  greater  than  60%  area  median  income;  (iv)  the 
annual  rent  shall  be  10%  of  fair  market  value  of  the  land  as  determined  by  an  MAI  appraiser 
prior  to  execution  of  the  Ground  Lease  and  shall  consist  of  base  rent  in  the  amount  of 
$15,000  and  the  remainder  in  residual  rent,  which  shall  be  payable  only  to  the  extent 
proceeds  are  available  from  the  Project  at  all  times  thereafter;  (v)  the  annual  rent  shall  be 
adjusted  on  the  fifteenth  (15th)  anniversary  of  the  expiration  of  the  first  full  calendar  lease  year 
and  every  fifteen  (15)  years  thereafter,  and  shall  be  equal  to  ten  percent  (10%)  of  then 
appraised  value  of  the  land  as  determined  by  a MAI  appraiser  selected  by.  and  at  the  sole 
cost  of,  the  tenant;  any  such  adjustment  shall  be  made  to  the  residual  rent  and  not  the  base 
rent;  (vi)  tenant  shall  be  responsible  for  construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
Property;  (vii)  the  City  will  own  fee  title  to  the  land  and  the  tenant  will  own  fee  title  to  all 
improvements;  (viii)  at  the  end  of  the  term,  fee  title  to  all  the  improvements  shall  vest  in  the 
City;  (ix)  the  Ground  Lease  shall  include  standard  mortgagee  protection  provisions;  (x)  the 
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City  will  provide  any  notice  of  and  defaults  to  the  tenant  and  the  tenant’s  limited  partners  and 
lenders  and  allow  any  such  parties  the  right  to  cure  such  default;  (xi)  the  tenant  can  encumber 
its  leasehold  interest  to  secure  loans,  as  approved  by  MOHCD;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  consummate  the  ground  lease  of  the  Property,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  desires  to  authorize  the  execution,  delivery  and  performance  of  the  Option  and,  if 
the  Sponsor  exercises  the  Option,  the  Ground  Lease  (collectively,  the  ‘Transaction 
Documents”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Approval  of  this  Resolution  shall  not  be  construed  as  approval  of  the 
Project.  The  City  will  conduct  environmental  review  of  the  proposed  Project,  following  further 
design  development  and  study,  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  and 
nothing  in  this  Resolution  implements  any  approvals  or  facilities  for  the  Project,  or  grants  any 
entitlements  to  the  Co-Sponsors  or  the  Partnership.

Project  do  not  outweigh  otherwise  unavoidable  significant  adverse  impacts  of  the  Project,  or 
(5)  approve  the  Project  upon  a finding  that  the  economic  and  social  benefits  of  the  Project 
outweigh  otherwise  unavoidable  significant  adverse  impacts;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  General  Plan  Referral  dated  September  13,  201 1 , the  Department  of 
City  Planning  adopted  and  issued  a General  Plan  Consistency  Finding,  a copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  wherein  the  Department  of  City  Planning  found  that  the 
acquisition  and  ground  lease  of  the  Property  are  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and 
with  the  Eight  Priority  Policies  under  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1 ; now.  therefore,  be  it 
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1 RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the  ground  lease  terms 

2 contained  in  the  Option  of  the  Property  are  consistent  with  the  General  Plan,  and  with  the

An  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent  (0.5%)  of  the  amount  of  the 
CDLAC  allocation  requested  for  the  Project,  not  to  exceed  $100,000  (“Deposit”),  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  held  on  deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC

residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7 of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9. 1 07  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  City  has  enacted 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  “City 
Law”),  constituting  Article  I of  Chapter  43  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order 
to  establish  a procedure  for  the  authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage 
revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of 
adequate  housing  and  home  finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and 
to  develop  viable  communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments, 
and  increased  economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7 of  Part  5 thereof  (the  “State  Law”),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenderloin  Neighborhood  Development  Corporation,  a California  non- 
profit public  benefit  corporation  (or  any  successor  thereto  including  any  successor  owner  of 
the  Project,  the  “Developer”),  desires  to  acquire  land  and  construct  a 293-unit  affordable 
residential  rental  housing  development  located  at  909  & 921  Howard  Street,  206-228  5th 
Street,  and  414  Tehama  Street,  San  Francisco,  California  94103  (Block  3732,  Lots  003,  004, 
005,  099,  100,  145A,  146,  and  149  in  the  records  of  the  City’s  Assessor-Recorder)  (the 
“Project”);  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  “Bonds”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$225,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  “Loan”)  to  finance 
the  costs  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  limited  obligations,  payable  solely  from  pledged 
security,  including  Project  revenues,  and  will  not  constitute  a debt  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and 
WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1 of  Title  2 of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  (“CDLAC”)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 . The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a type  properly  chargeable  to  a capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 
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Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $225,000,000. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor’s 
Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development,  or  his  designee  (the  “Director”),  on  behalf  of 
the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the  “Application”),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be 
required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the 
Project  of  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $225,000,000. 

Section  7.  An  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent  (0.5%)  of  the  amount  of  the 
CDLAC  allocation  requested  for  the  Project,  not  to  exceed  $100,000  (“Deposit”),  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  held  on  deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC 
procedures,  and  the  Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available. 

Section  8.  If  the  City  receives  a CDLAC  allocation  for  the  Project  and  the  Bonds  are  not 
issued,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is  hereby  authorized  to 
cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California,  if  and  to  the  extent 
required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  9.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  consistent  with  the  documents  cited  herein  and  this  Resolution, 
and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees  with  respect  to  the  Project, 
consistent  with  the  documents  cited  herein  and  this  Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
submission  of  the  application  to  CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 
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Section  10.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

extension  option  of  six  months  until  December  31,  2017,  between  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  and  Potrero  Housing  Associates  I,  L.P.,  a California  limited 
partnership;  adopting  findings  that  the  conveyance  is  consistent  with  the  General  Plan, 
and  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1;  and  authorizing  and 
directing  the  execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to  implement  this  Resolution,  as 
defined  herein. 

WHEREAS,  In  August  2007,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  established  the 
HOPE  SF  program  to  fund  revitalization  of  San  Francisco’s  most  distressed  public  housing 
(Ordinance  No.  180-07  and  556-07);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  October  2007,  the  Housing  Authority  of  San  Francisco  (“SFHA")  issued 
a Request  for  Qualifications  to  Redevelop  Authority  Property  for  seven  sites  including  Potrero 
Terrace  and  Potrero  Annex  (“Potrero”);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  March  2008,  the  SFHA  Board  of  Commissioners  selected  BRIDGE 
Housing  Corporation  as  the  developer  for  the  revitalization  of  Potrero  through  HOPE  SF;  and 
WHEREAS,  In  April  2008,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
(“MOHCD")  issued  a Notice  of  Funding  Availability  for  selected  HOPE  SF  developers  and 
BRIDGE  Housing  Corporation  was  recipient  for  Potrero;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  September  2008,  BRIDGE  Housing  Corporation  entered  into  an 
Exclusive  Negotiating  Rights  Agreement  with  the  SFHA  for  Potrero,  which  is  inclusive  of  the 
Property;  and 

WHEREAS,  MOHCD  is  the  fee  owner  of  Parcel  One  and  shall  enter  into  an  Option  to 
Purchase  and  Sale  Agreement  for  Parcel  Two;  and

affordable  housing  development  consisting  of  approximately  72  units  for  low  income  families

WHEREAS,  BRIDGE  Housing  Corporation  established  a separate  entity  named 
Potrero  Housing  Associates  I,  L.P.,  a California  limited  partnership  under  which  to  lease  the 
Property  and  develop  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Option  expires  on  June  30,  2017,  with  an  extension  option  for  one 
additional  6-month  period,  and  sets  forth  the  material  terms  of  the  Ground  Lease  as  follows: 

(i)  a term  of  75  years  with  an  extension  option  for  24  additional  years;  (ii)  tenant  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  against  the  Property;  (iii)  the 
Property  shall  be  used  during  the  term  of  the  ground  lease  only  for  affordable  housing  with 
maximum  rent  and  income  levels  set  at  no  greater  than  60%  area  median  income  (“AMI”);  (iv) 
the  annual  rent  shall  be  set  at  10%  of  fair  market  value  of  the  land  as  determined  by  an  MAI 
appraiser  prior  to  execution  of  the  Ground  Lease  (the  “Rent”);  (v)  Rent  shall  consist  of  an 
annual  base  rent  of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000)  (the  “Base  Rent")  and  the  remainder 
in  residual  rent,  which  shall  be  payable  only  to  the  extent  proceeds  are  available  from  the 
Project  at  all  times  thereafter;  (vi)  the  annual  rent  shall  be  adjusted  on  the  fifteenth  (15th) 
anniversary  of  the  expiration  of  the  first  full  calendar  lease  year  and  every  fifteenth  (15th)  year 
thereafter,  and  shall  be  equal  to  ten  percent  (10%)  of  then  appraised  value  of  the  land  as 
determined  by  a MAI  appraiser  selected  by,  and  at  the  sole  cost  of,  the  tenant;  any  such 
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adjustment  shall  be  made  to  the  residual  rent  and  not  the  base  rent;  (vii)  tenant  shall  be

WHEREAS,  The  Project  proposes  to  incorporate  portions  of  Elim  Alley  and  Jessie

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  construct  the  mixed-use  building  with  two  towers,  portions  of 
Elim  Alley  and  Jessie  Street  connecting  to  First  Street  need  to  be  vacated;  and

WHEREAS,  A copy  of  this  map  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  160387  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  Jessie  Street  is  oriented  east-west  between  Ecker  Place  and  First  Street 
with  a right-of-way  width  of  27.5  feet;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  eastern  portion  of  Jessie  Street  would  be  vacated,  and  a portion  of 
the  vacated  area  on  Jessie  Street,  herein  referred  to  as  the  “Emergency  Vehicle  Access 
Easement  Area,”  would  be  subject  to  the  creation  of  an  emergency  vehicle  access  easement, 
a public  vehicle  access  easement  for  large  trucks,  and  the  acceptance  of  the  offer  from 
Oceanwide  Center,  LLC  ("Buyer")  to  provide  a declaration  of  covenants  and  restrictions  for 
public  pedestrian  access  (“Public  Access  Declaration”)  therein;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  place  of  the  vacated  area,  Jessie  Street  will  turn  90  degrees  toward 
Mission  Street  along  an  approximately  20-foot  wide  right-of-way  on  and  through  the  Project 
site  (the  "City  Easement  Area");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Easement  Area  will  provide  a public  vehicle  and  pedestrian 
access  easement  from  Jessie  Street  to  Mission  Street;  and

offering  the  easement  for  sale  through  competitive  bidding  would  be  impractical;  and 
authorizing  the  Director  of  Property  and/or  the  SFPUC  General  Manager  to  execute 
documents,  make  certain  modifications,  and  take  certain  actions  in  furtherance  of  this 
Resolution. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  owns  in  fee  certain  real  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  designated  as  SFPUC  Parcel  656  (“SFPUC 
Property”)  adjacent  to  State  Highway  108  (also  known  as  McHenry  Avenue)  in  the  City  of 
Modesto,  Stanislaus  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  Property  is  a portion  of  SFPUC’s  right  of  way  for  subsurface 
water  transmission  pipelines  and  overhead  electrical  power  transmission  lines  and  towers; 
and 
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WHEREAS,  JWG  McHenry,  LLC  (“Developer”)  owns  land  bordering  the  SFPUC 
Property  on  both  its  northern  and  southern  sides,  totaling  approximately  6.17  acres  (the 
“McHenry  Property”),  which  Developer  intends  to  develop;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a condition  of  its  approval  of  Developer’s  plans  to  develop  the  McHenry 
Property  (“McHenry  Project”),  the  City  of  Modesto  (“Modesto”)  required  Developer  to  widen 
McHenry  Avenue  between  Claratina  and  Grecian  Avenues,  including  installing  street,  curb, 
gutter,  and  sidewalk  improvements  (“Improvements”)  within  an  approximately  3,627  square 
foot  portion  of  the  SFPUC  Property  (“Easement  Area”);  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  agreed  to  allow  the  Developer  to  construct  the  Improvements 
within  the  Easement  Area  at  the  Developer’s  expense  under  a revocable  license  agreement 
and  to  recommend  that  City  convey  an  easement  to  Modesto  or  another  responsible  public 
agency  for  roadway  and  sidewalk  use  (“Easement”)  subject  to  the  following  conditions 
(“SFPUC  Conditions”):  (i)  the  Improvements  must  include  a protective  cap  (“Bridge”)  over  the 
SFPUC  subsurface  water  transmission  pipelines;  (ii)  the  Easement  must  be  conveyed  in  an 
agreement  in  form  acceptable  to  City,  reserving  the  SFPUC’s  right  to  use  the  Easement  Area 
for  uses  that  are  compatible  with  the  Easement;  (iii)  Modesto  or  another  responsible  public 
agency  must  accept  ownership  of  the  Improvements  and  responsibility  for  maintenance  and 
repair;  and  (iv)  City  must  receive  payment  for  the  fair  market  value  of  the  Easement;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Charter,  Section  8B.121(a)  grants  the  SFPUC  Commission 
the  exclusive  charge  of  the  real  property  assets  under  the  Commission’s  jurisdiction,  Charter 
Section  8B.  121(e)  provides  that  the  Commission  may  transfer  real  property  interests  the 
Commission  declares  to  be  surplus  to  the  needs  of  any  utility,  and  Charter,  Section  9.1 18(c) 
provides  that  any  sale  of  real  property  owned  by  the  City  must  be  approved  in  advance  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Modesto  is  responsible  for  maintenance  and  repair  of  McHenry  Avenue 
under  an  agreement  with  the  State  of  California  Department  of  Transportation  (“Caltrans”), 
and  Caltrans  has  approved  the  Improvements  but  declined  to  accept  the  proposed  Easement; 
and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  staff,  through  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Property  and  the 
Office  of  the  City  Attorney,  have  negotiated  with  Developer  a proposed  Agreement  for  Sale  of 
Real  Estate  (“Sale  Agreement’’),  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  under  File  No.  160348,  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference,  by  which 
Developer  would  agree  to  pay  as  the  purchase  price  for  the  Easement  the  appraised  fair 
market  value  of  $35,000,  and  City  would  agree  to  convey  the  Easement  to  Modesto  via  an 
easement  agreement  in  form  attached  to  the  Sale  Agreement  (“Easement  Agreement”);  and 
WHEREAS,  SFPUC  staff  and  Modesto  have  negotiated  the  proposed  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  Easement  Agreement  by  which  Modesto  would  accept  ownership  of  the 
Improvements,  including  the  Bridge,  and  responsibility  for  operation,  maintenance  and  repair 
of  the  Improvements,  and  City  would  convey  to  Modesto  an  easement  for  street  and  sidewalk 
improvements  and  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  2015-166  adopted  on  May  26,  2015,  Modesto’s  City 
Council  approved  the  Easement  Agreement,  and  Modesto  has  executed  and  delivered  the 
Easement  Agreement,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
under  File  No.  160348,  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  on  October  15,  2015,  found  the 
proposed  conveyance  of  the  Easement  to  be  consistent  with  the  General  Plan,  and  eight 
priority  policies  of  Planning,  Section  101.1  (“General  Plan  Findings”),  a copy  of  which  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No.  160348,  which  is  incorporated  herein 
by  this  reference;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  July  14,  2015,  by  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  15-0156  (“SFPUC 
Resolution”),  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  File 
No.  160348,  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference,  the  SFPUC  Commission  found

WHEREAS,  Modesto,  acting  as  lead  agency  under  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  (Cal.  Pub.  Res.  Code,  Section  21000  et  seq.,  hereinafter  “CEQA”),  and  the  State 
CEQA  Guidelines  (Cal.  Admin.  Code,  Title  14,  Section  15000  et  seq.,  (hereinafter  “CEQA 
Guidelines”),  for  the  City  of  Modesto  Urban  Area  General  Plan  (“General  Plan”)  certified  a 
Master  Environmental  Impact  Report  (“Master  E1R”)  on  October  14,  2008  (State 
Clearinghouse  No.  2007072023);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  conjunction  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Plan  by  Modesto  City 
Council  Resolution  No.  2008-582,  Modesto  adopted  CEQA  Findings  (“Modesto  CEQA 
Findings”),  including;  (1)  the  adoption  of  a statement  of  findings  of  significant  impacts  and 
incorporation  into  General  Plan  policies  mitigation  measures  identified  in  the  Master  EIR  to 
mitigate,  avoid  or  limit  impacts;  (2)  the  adoption  of  a statement  of  overriding  considerations; 
and  (3)  the  rejection  of  alternatives;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  provided  by  CEQA,  Section  21 157.1 , Modesto  prepared  a Finding  of 
Conformance  to  General  Plan  Master  EIR:  Initial  Study  Environmental  Checklist  Community 
and  Economic  Development  2013-015  for  the  Proposed  Claratina  Avenue  Automotive 
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Dealerships,  dated  May  29,  2013  (“Finding  of  Conformance”)  and  issued  the  Finding  of 
Conformance  on  August  12,  2013,  determining  that  the  McHenry  Project  will  have  no 
additional  significant  effect  on  the  environment,  as  defined  in  subdivision  (d)  of  Section  21158 
of  the  Public  Resources  Code,  that  was  not  identified  in  the  Master  EIR;  no  new  or  additional 
mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  are  required;  the  McHenry  Project  is  within  the  scope  of 
the  project  covered  by  the  Master  EIR;  and  all  applicable  policies,  regulations,  and  mitigation 
measures  identified  in  the  Master  EIR  have  been  applied  to  the  McHenry  Project  or  otherwise 
made  conditions  of  approval  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  10,  2013,  Modesto  approved  the  McHenry  Project

WFIEREAS,  The  SFMTA  desires  to  enter  into  a form  of  Bond  Purchase  Contract  (the 
"Purchase  Contract")  with  the  underwriter  to  be  named  therein  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the 
revenue  bonds;  and 

WFIEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  been  presented  with  the  form  of  certain  documents 
related  to  the  revenue  bonds,  including  the  Fourth  Supplement,  the  Purchase  Contract,  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement,  and  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  (all  as  defined  below, 
and  collectively,  the  "Financing  Documents"),  and  the  SFMTA  has  examined  each  document 
and  desires  to  approve,  authorize  and  direct  the  execution  of  such  documents  and  the 
consummation  of  such  financing;  and 

WFIEREAS,  The  provisions  of  the  Financing  Documents  do  not  conflict  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Code;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 . Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  and  Authorization  of  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds.  The  issuance  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  in  one  or  more  series  for  the  purposes  of 
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acquiring,  constructing,  improving  and  developing  facilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
SFMTA  funding  a reserve  fund,  paying  costs  of  issuance  and  other  incidental  costs,  is 
approved  as  required  by  Section  43.13.4  of  the  Code.  The  total  principal  amount  of  the 
SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  issued  from  time  to  time  shall  not  exceed  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  $207,000,000,  which  includes  up  to  $45,000,000  for  the  Mission  Bay  Component 
(as  defined  below  in  Section  11);  and  up  to  $162,000,000  for  other  projects,  such  as  the  light 
rail  vehicle  procurement,  the  Van  Ness  Transit  Improvement  Project,  and  for  various  financing 
costs. 

Section  3.  No  Conflicts  with  the  Code.  The  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  shall  be  issued 
pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Financing  Documents  as  each  shall  be  approved  as  to  form  by 
the  City  Attorney,  which  approval  shall  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  City 
Attorney  on  each  such  agreement;  provided,  that  the  terms  of  the  Financing  Documents  shall 
not  conflict  with  the  requirements  of  the  Code. 

Section  4.  Maximum  Interest  Rate.  Pursuant  to  Section  43.13.4(b)  of  the  Code,  the 
maximum  interest  rate  for  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  shall  not  exceed  12%  per  annum. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  the  Fourth  Supplement  and  Authorization  of  the  Trustee.  The 
form  of  a fourth  supplement  to  indenture  of  trust  (the  "Fourth  Supplement")  between  the 
SFMTA  and  U.S.  Bank,  as  trustee  or  such  other  trustee  selected  by  the  Director  of 
Transportation  of  the  SFMTA  or  her/his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Director"),  copies  of  which 
are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File  No.  160465  is  approved,  with  such  changes, 
additions,  and  modifications  as  the  Director  may  make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section 
9 hereof. 

Section  6.  Approval  of  Bond  Purchase  Contract  relating  to  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds. 
The  form  of  a bond  purchase  contract  relating  to  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  (the  "Bond 
Purchase  Contract"),  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File  No. 
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160465  is  approved,  with  such  changes,  additions,  and  modifications  as  the  Director  may 
make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  9 hereof. 

Section  7.  Approval  of  the  Official  Statement  in  Preliminary  and  Final  Form.  The  form  of 
an  official  statement  relating  to  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement"),  a copy 
of  which  is  on  file  in  preliminary  form  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File  No.  160465  is 
approved,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Director  may  make  or 
approve  in  accordance  with  Section  9 hereof. 

Section  8.  Approval  of  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  a continuing 
disclosure  certificate  of  the  City  (the  "Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate"),  a copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File  No.  160465  is  approved,  with  such  changes, 
additions,  and  modifications  as  the  Director  may  make  or  approve  in  accordance  with.  Section 
9 hereof. 

Section  9.  Modifications.  Changes  and  Additions;  Additional  Agreements.  The 
approvals  contained  herein  shall  extend  to  any  amendments  to  the  Fourth  Supplement,  the 
Bond  Purchase  Contract,  the  Official  Statement,  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  and  all 
agreements  of  the  Board  of  Directors  supplemental  thereto,  as  well  as  to  such  additional 
agreements  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  adopt  or  the  SFMTA  may  execute  for  the  purpose 
of  implementing  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds.  The  Director's 
approval  of  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions,  made  upon  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney,  shall  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Director  of  the 
Financing  Documents;  provided  however  any  such  amendments  or  modifications  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  grant  of  authorization  contained  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  10.  Modification  of  Financial  Covenants.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  in  this  resolution,  the  Director,  with  the  advice  of  the  financial  advisors  to  the  SFMTA, 
may  modify  the  financial  covenants  set  forth  in  the  Financial  Documents,  including  but  not 
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limited  to  budget  and  revenue  covenants,  additional  debt  covenants  and  the  definition  of 
"Pledged  Revenues"  to  the  extent  such  revisions  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the 
Director  for  the  issuance  of  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  based  on  advice  from  the  SFMTA's 
financial  advisors. 

Section  11.  CEQA.  This  Board  makes  the  following  findings  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et 
seq.  (CEQA),  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  15  Cal.  Administrative  Code  Sections  15000  et  seq., 
(CEQA  Guidelines),  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  (Chapter  31).  The 
following  three  projects  proposed  to  be  funded  with  this  Bond  have  been  reviewed  as  required 
by  CEQA. 

A.  Light  Rail  Vehicle  (LRV1  Procurement.  As  set  forth  in  Resolution  No.  16-044  of  the 
SFMTA  Board  of  Directors,  dated  April  5,  2016,  the  Department  of  City  Planning  has 
determined  that  a portion  of  the  LRV  Procurement  is  statutorily  exempt  under  CEQA  and  the 
proposed  LRVs  for  the  Central  Subway  Project  were  reviewed  as  part  of  the  Central  Subway 
Final  Supplemental  EIS/EIR,  certified  by  the  Planning  Commission  on  August  7,  2008,  which 
findings  and  conclusions  were  adopted  by  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  on  August  19,  2008; 
by  Resolution  No.  08-150,  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  found  that  since  the  certification  of 
the  Central  Subway  Final  Supplemental  EIS/EIR,  there  have  been  no  substantial  project 
changes,  no  substantial  changes  in  project  circumstances,  and  no  new  information  that  would 
change  the  conclusions  set  forth  in  the  Central  Subway  Final  Supplemental  EIS/EIR  requiring 
additional  environmental  review  under  CEQA. 

B.  Van  Ness  Transit  Improvement  Project  (also  known  as  the  Van  Ness  BRT  Project). 
As  set  forth  in  Resolution  No.  16-044  of  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors,  dated  April  5,  2016, 
on  September  10,  2013,  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  (Authority)  Board 
certified  the  Van  Ness  BRT  Final  EIS/EIR,  and  on  September  17,  2013,  the  SFMTA  Board  of 
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sctors  adopted  Resolution  No.  13-214,  approving  the  Van  Ness  BRT  Project  and  adopting 
CEQA  Findings  and  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations  for  the  Van  Ness  BRT  Final 
:/EIR,  and  subsequently  affirmed,  after  considering  a memorandum  and  an  addendum  to  the 


EIS/EIR  prepared  by  the  Authority,  that  no  additional  environmental  review  is  required 
r Public  Resources  Code  section  21166  with  respect  to  the  Van  Ness  BRT  Project  for  the 
proposed  Bond  issuance. 

C.  Mission  Bay  Component.  As  set  forth  in  Resolution  No.  16-044  of  the  SFMTA 
Board  of  Directors,  dated  April  5,  2016,  the  San  Francisco  Commission  on  Community 
Investment  and  Infrastructure  (CCII)  certified  the  Final  Subsequent  Environmental  Impact  Report 
(FSEIR)  for  the  Golden  State  Warriors  (GSW)  Event  Center  and  Mixed  Use  Development  at 
Mission  Bay  Blocks  29-32  (referred  to  herein  as  the  “Mission  Bay  Component”),  as  being  in 
compliance  with  CEQA  and  made  CEQA  findings;  on  November  3,  2015,  under  Resolution  No. 
15-154,  the  SFMTA  Board  adopted  CEQA  findings  and  took  various  approval  actions  with 
respect  to  the  Mission  Bay  Component;  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  acting  as  the  legislative  body  to 
the  CCII,  affirmed  the  certification  in  response  to  an  appeal  of  the  FSEIR  by  Motion  M15-178  on 
December  8,  2015;  by  Resolution  No.  16-044,  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  found  that  since  the 
certification  of  the  GSW  FSEIR,  there  have  been  no  substantial  project  changes,  no  substantial 
changes  in  project  circumstances,  and  no  new  information  that  would  change  the  conclusions  set 
forth  in  the  GSW  FSEIR  requiring  additional  environmental  review  under  CEQA. 

As  to  the  three  projects  discussed  in  paragraphs  A,  B and  C above,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  incorporates  the  factual  statements  and  affirms  all  findings  contained  in 
Resolution  No.  16-044  of  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors,  dated  April  5,  2016. 

D.  That  except  as  to  the  three  projects  discussed  in  paragraphs  A,  B and  C above,  this 
Board  finds  that  the  issuance  of  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  by  the  SFMTA  is  not  subject  to 
CEQA  because  as  the  establishment  of  a government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not 
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identify  individual  specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the  funds,  it  is  not  a project  as 
defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines  and  that  the  SFMTA  shall  consult  with  the  City 
Attorney  as  to  necessary  CEQA  findings  and  determinations  with  respect  to  any  project  prior 
to  the  expenditure  of  bond  proceeds.  Further,  this  Board  incorporates  and  adopts  the  findings 
of  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  in  Resolution  No. 16-044  that  the  City  will  not  proceed  with 
any  such  project  until  it  is  fully  compliant  with  CEQA  and  the  City  retains  absolute  discretion 
with  respect  to  any  such  specific  project  to  modify  the  project  to  mitigate  specific  impacts, 
select  feasible  alternatives  to  avoid  impacts,  reject  the  project  due  to  significant  environmental 
impacts,  or  approve  the  project  notwithstanding  significant  environmental  impacts  on  a finding 
that  the  economic  and  social  benefits  of  the  project  outweigh  the  adverse  environmental 
impacts. 

Section  12.  The  Controller,  the  Director,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  City  Attorney  and 
any  and  all  other  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such 
modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  forms  of  Fourth  Supplement,  the  Bond  Purchase 
Contract,  the  Official  Statement,  and  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  upon  consultation 
with  the  City  Attorney,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the  SFMTA,  and 
which  changes  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  of  the  SFMTA  under  the  Fourth 
Supplement,  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract,  the  Official  Statement,  and  the  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate.  Approval  of  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  shall  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Controller,  the  Director,  or  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  applicable  document.  Any  such  actions  are 
solely  intended  to  further  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in  all  respects  to  the 
terms  of  the  Resolution.  No  such  actions  shall  increase  the  risk  to  the  SFMTA  or  require  the 
SFMTA  to  spend  any  resources  not  otherwise  granted  herein.  Final  versions  of  any  such 
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documents  shall  be  provided  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  for  inclusion  in  the  official  file  within  30 
days  of  execution  (or  as  soon  thereafter  as  final  documents  are  available)  by  all  parties. 

Section  13.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond  issuance  is  (i)  in 
conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code, 
(ii)  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City’s  General  Plan,  and 
adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Plan  Referral 
Report  dated  April  25,  2016,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 

Section  14.  All  actions  authorized  and  directed  by  this  Resolution,  consistent  with  any 
documents  presented  herein,  and  heretofore  taken  are  hereby  ratified,  approved  and 
confirmed  by  this  Board. 

Section  15.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  are  located  in  File  No.160465.  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution 
as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Resolution  approving  a cooperative  agreement  between  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  State  of  California  Department  of  Transportation  concerning  the 
design  and  construction  of  the  19th  Avenue  combined  City  project  including 
pedestrian  safety,  transit  improvements,  and  utility  upgrades  along  19th  Avenue 
between  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  and  Lincoln  Way. 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  the  19th  Avenue  Combined  City  project  (Project)  is  to 
improve  safety  for  pedestrians  and  transit  riders;  to  improve  transit  speed  and  reliability;  and 
to  reduce  travel  time  by  optimizing  transit  stop  locations  along  State  Route  1 ; and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  the  Project  also  would  increase  the  reliability  of  water 
transmission  services  and  wastewater  services  and  enhance  emergency  responses  by 
improving  the  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (AWSS)  and  constructing  four  crossings  of  the 
Flexible  Water  Supply  System  (FWSS);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project’s  construction  of  the  utility  upgrades  in  conjunction  with  the 
surface  improvements  would  serve  to  minimize  the  overall  construction  disruption  to  the

Resolution  urging  the  United  States  Food  and  Drug  Administration  to  end  any  federal 
bans  on  blood  donation  by  gay  and  bisexual  men. 

WHEREAS,  In  1983  the  Federal  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  instituted  a policy  to  ban 
blood  donations  by  any  man  who  has  had  sex  with  another  man  at  least  one  time  since  1977; 
and 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2015,  the  FDA  amended  the  policy  to  ban  donations  from 
any  man  who  has  had  sex  with  another  man  at  least  once  within  the  last  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  Sunday,  June  12,  2016,  a gunman  entered  an  LGBT  nightclub  in 
Orlando  and  murdered  49  people  and  wounded  another  53  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  attack  has  caused  great  pain  and  suffering  in  the  LGBT  community, 
but  has  also  strengthened  solidarity  in  the  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  Members  of  the  LGBT  community  who  wished  to  donate  blood  to  help  the 
survivors  of  this  tragic  attack  were  prohibited  from  doing  so  by  FDA’s  current  blood  donation 
ban  policies;  and 

WHEREAS,  While  a gay  or  bisexual  man  cannot  donate  blood  within  12  months  of 

having  sex  with  another  man,  he  experiences  no  comparable  limitation  in  buying  a gun;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2001,  Italy  switched  to  individual  risk  assessments  to  screen  blood 

donors,  and  has  not  had  any  major  increase  in  HIV  infections  since;  and 

WHEREAS,  A 2010  study  by  the  University  California  at  Los  Angeles  found  that  lifting 

the  12  month  ban  would  add  another  300,000  pints  of  blood  per  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  American  Medical  Association,  the  Human  Rights  Campaign,  the 

AIDS  Research  Institute  at  UCSF,  the  American  Association  of  Blood  Banks,  and  the  National 
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Gay  Blood  Drives  are  just  a few  of  the  organizations  that  support  lifting  the  FDA  prohibitions 
on  blood  donations;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2010  and  2014,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  passed 
resolutions  calling  for  the  FDA  to  revise  their  longstanding  prohibition  on  gay  men  donating 
blood;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code,  Section  53075.5.  (a)  provides  every  city  or 
county  shall  protect  the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare  by  adopting  an  ordinance  or 
resolution  in  regard  to  taxicab  transportation  service  which  is  operated  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  city  or  county;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  regulates  taxicab  transportation 
services  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  taxi  regulation  by  the  SFMTA  is  to  improve  taxi  service  to 
the  public  and  to  protect  the  public  health  and  safety  while  providing  such  service:  and 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Member  Evan  Low  has  introduced  Assembly  Bill  650  (AB  650), 
which  would  repeal  California  Government  Code,  Section  53075.5  and  take  away  taxi 
regulation  authority  from  cities  and  counties  and  transfer  the  authority  to  the  California  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (CPUC),  with  the  exception  of  taxicab  transportation  originating  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or  San  Francisco  International  Airport;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  650  would  exempt  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  and  remove  fair  and  consistent  safety  and  security 
requirements,  including  standardized  drug  and  alcohol  testing  requirements  that  should  also 
be  imposed  on  transportation  services  in  other  cities  and  counties;  and 
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WHEREAS,  AB  650  would  eliminate  the  ability  of  cities  or  counties  to  regulate  taxis 
according  to  their  perception  of  the  public’s  needs,  priorities  and  interests;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  CPUC  would  inherit  taxi  regulation  everywhere  but  San  Francisco, 
has  shown  itself  to  be  ineffective  in  regulating  charter-party  carriers  (CPCs),  including 
Transportation  Network  Companies  (TNCs),  and  lacks  the  capacity  to  perform  adequate 
enforcement  against  violations  of  the  laws  and  rules  governing  CPCs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  CPUC,  in  its  regulation  of  TNCs,  has  ignored  matters  of  extreme 
importance  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  other  cities  and  counties  around  the 
State,  particularly  the  provision  of  transportation  service  to  the  people  with  disabilities;  and 
WHEREAS,  AB  650  would  remove  any  limits  on  the  number  of  taxis  which  allow 
unlimited  numbers  of  vehicles  to  act  commercially  with  no  clean  air  requirement,  and  ignore

WHEREAS,  California  State  Assembly  Bill  2788,  “Wireless  Telecommunications 
Facilities,"  would  preclude  local  discretionary  review  of  specified  small  cell  wireless  antennas 
and  related  equipment,  regardless  of  whether  they  will  be  collocated  on  existing  structures  or 
located  on  new  poles,  structures,  or  non-pole  structures,  including  those  within  the  public

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  2788  preempts  local  land  use  plans  and  planning  controls 
by  mandating  that  small  cell  wireless  antennas  be  allowed  in  all  zones  by-right  and  requiring 
that  the  installation  of  these  antennas  be  predicated  only  on  issuance  of  a building  permit  or 
other  administrative  permit;  and

Costa  Transit  District  and  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board  have  executed  a Joint 
Powers  Agreement,  dated  as  of  April  4,  2001  (the  “Joint  Powers  Agreement”),  which  Joint 
Powers  Agreement  creates  and  establishes  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (the  “TJPA"); 


and 


WHEREAS,  The  Joint  Powers  Agreement  and  state  law  charge  TJPA  with  financing, 
design,  development,  construction,  and  operation  of  the  Transbay  Transit  Center  Program 
(the  “Transbay  Project”),  which  includes:  (1)  the  design  and  construction  of  a temporary 
terminal  and  then  the  permanent  Transbay  Transit  Center,  including  open  space  on  the  roof  of 
the  Transit  Center,  a bus  ramp  and  a bus  storage  facility,  and  the  train  box  component  of  the 
rail  extension  (“Phase  1”);  (2)  the  extension  of  Caltrain  tracks  from  their  current  San  Francisco 
terminus  at  Fourth  and  Townsend  Streets  to  a new  underground  terminus  beneath  the 
Transbay  Transit  Center  to  accommodate  Caltrain  and  California  High  Speed  Rail  (“Phase 
2”);  and  (3)  activities  related  to  implementation  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Transbay 
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Redevelopment  Project  Area,  in  coordination  with  the  Office  of  Community  Investment  and 
Infrastructure;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Section  6 of  the  Joint  Powers  Agreement  establishing  the  TJPA  and 
at  Article  XII  of  the  TJPA’s  Bylaws,  the  TJPA  designated  the  City  as  the  “Administrator”  for  the 
TJPA,  authorizing  the  City  to  provide  necessary  administrative  services  for  the  TJPA  pursuant 
to  an  administrative  services  agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2001 , the  TJPA  entered  an  Administrative  Services  Agreement  with  the 
City,  confirming  the  terms  under  which  the  TJPA  may  request  that  the  City  in  its  capacity  as 
Administrator  for  the  TJPA  provide  assistance  to  the  TJPA  Staff,  in  cooperation  with 
consultants  and  contractors  to  the  TJPA,  to  advance  the  Transbay  Project;  under  the 
Agreement,  the  City  has  from  time  to  time  since  2001  provided  such  assistance  to  TJPA  Staff, 
consultants,  and  contractors;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  TJPA  has  previously  entered  intergovernmental  agreements  with 
departments  and  agencies  of  the  City,  including  San  Francisco’s  Department  of  Public  Works 
(“SF  Public  Works”),  defining  the  roles  and  responsibilities  of  the  TJPA  and  the  City,  and  the 
terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  City  would  provide  services  to  the  Transbay  Project; 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  12,  2015,  the  TJPA  Board  of  Directors  adopted 
Resolution  No.  1 5-043  amending  the  Bylaws  of  the  TJPA,  to  provide  for  the  designation  of  a 
person  or  entity  to  oversee  all  aspects  of  construction  of  the  Transbay  Project  (including 
design  and  project  controls  related  to  construction),  who  would  take  direction  from  and  report 
directly  to  the  TJPA  Board;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  10,  2016,  the  TJPA  Board  of  Directors  adopted  Resolution 
No.  16-006  granting  SF  Public  Works  exclusive  authority,  subject  to  TJPA  Board  supervision, 
to  oversee  all  aspects  of  construction  of  the  Transbay  Project,  including,  without  limitation, 
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design  and  project  controls  related  to  construction  of  the  Transbay  Project  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  the  TJPA  Board’s  approved  program  budget  and  schedule  for  Phase  1;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  22,  2016,  the  TJPA  Board  of  Directors  adopted  Resolution 
No.  16-013  approving  a proposed  agreement  between  the  TJPA  and  the  City  entitled  the 
“Transbay  Project  Construction  Management  and  Oversight  Services  Intergovernmental 
Agreement,”  granting  SF  Public  Works  exclusive  authority,  subject  to  TJPA  Board 
supervision,  to  oversee  all  aspects  of  construction  of  the  Transbay  Project,  defining  the  roles 
and  responsibilities  of  the  TJPA  and  the  City,  and  establishing  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  the  City  will  provide  services  to  the  Transbay  Project  (the  “Agreement”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agreement  provides  that  the  TJPA  will  compensate  the  City  for 
construction  management  and  oversight  services  at  hourly  rates  that  include  SF  Public  Works' 
staff  salary,  benefits  and  applicable  administrative  costs,  that  based  on  an  SF  Public  Works 
estimate  the  value  of  such  services  will  be  a total  of  $4,491 ,461  over  a three-year  period,  with 
a maximum  payment  of  $1,465,403  in  2016,  $1,488,835  in  2017  and  $1,537,223  in  2018,  and 
that  the  TJPA  will  pay  for  the  City’s  services  through  any  eligible  funding  source  within  the 
TJPA  Board-approved  Phase  1 program  budget  with  the  expectation  that  the  payments  be 
cost-neutral  to  the  TJPA  (through  savings  SF  Public  Works  will  help  achieve  in  that  budget); 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agreement  provides  that  the  City  and  the  TJPA  will  each  mutually 
indemnify  the  other  for  liabilities,  losses,  expenses,  attorneys’  fees  and  costs,  or  claims 
| (“Claims”)  for  injury  or  damages  arising  out  of  their  performance  of  the  Agreement,  but  only  in 
proportion  to  and  to  the  extent  such  Claims  are  caused  by  or  result  from  the  negligent  or 
intentional  acts  or  omissions  by  the  indemnifying  party,  and  further  the  City’s  obligation  to 
indemnify  the  TJPA  excludes  Claims  relating  to  conditions  existing  on  or  before  January  4, 
2016  or  actions  that  occurred  on  or  before  that  date;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  “Board”)  has  previously  adopted  Resolution 
No.  166-16,  authorizing  the  City’s  execution  and  delivery  of  lease  revenue  commercial  paper 
certificates  of  participation  and  direct  placement  revolving  certificates  of  participation  in  the 
maximum  amount  of  $260,000,000  (the  “Interim  Financing”)  to  close  certain  funding  shortfalls 
for  the  Transbay  Project  as  identified  by  the  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission’s 
(“MTC”)  cost  and  risk  review  of  Phase  1 of  the  Transbay  Project,  and  that  in  connection  with 
the  Interim  Financing,  the  City  will  enter  into  a Cost  Oversight  Agreement  under  which 
representatives  of  the  City,  the  TJPA,  and  the  MTC  will  participate  in  a Cost  Review 
Committee  to  provide  recommendations  to  help  ensure  that  the  Interim  Financing  is  timely 
repaid  and  to  oversee  the  proper  expenditure  by  the  TJPA  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Interim 
Financing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agreement,  as  approved  and  partially  executed  by  the  TJPA,  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  160513;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  has  determined  that  the  Agreement  is  an  important  component 
of  the  TJPA’s  work  to  complete  construction  of  Phase  1 of  the  Transbay  Project  in  a timely 
fashion,  which  will  result  in  more  efficient  delivery  of  improved  public  transit  services  to  the 
City,  and  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  as  well  as  the  TJPA;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  approves  the  partially  executed  Agreement,  substantially 
in  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  together  with  any  such  additions  and  changes 
as  the  Deputy  Director  of  SF  Public  Works  may  deem  appropriate,  upon  consultation  with  the 
City's  Controller  and  the  City  Attorney,  the  execution  of  which  by  the  City  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  approval  of  any  such  additions  and  changes;  and,  be  it

Resolution  endorsing  the  term  sheet  between  TZK  Broadway,  LLC,  whose  members 
include  Teatro  ZinZanni  and  its  financial  and  development  partner,  Kenwood 
Investments  No.  6,  LLC,  and  the  Port  Commission  for  the  lease  and  development  of  a 
180-200  room  hotel,  a dinner-theater  featuring  Teatro  ZinZanni,  an  approximately  7,500 
square-foot  public  park  and  open  space,  and  ancillary  uses  on  Seawall  Lots  323  and 
324  and  portions  of  unimproved  Vallejo  and  Davis  Street  rights-of-way  on  the  west  side 
of  The  Embarcadero  at  Vallejo  Street. 

WHEREAS,  Teatro  ZinZanni  (“Teatro”),  a former  San  Francisco  Port  Commission 
(“Port”)  tenant  at  Pier  27,  is  a unique  hybrid  of  comedy,  theater,  cabaret,  music,  performance 
and  dining  that  is  part  circus  and  part  cabaret  combining  improv  comedy,  vaudeville  revue, 
music,  dance,  cirque,  and  sensuality  into  an  evolving  form  that  is  never  quite  the  same  from 
evening  to  evening;  and 

WHEREAS,  Teatro,  first  came  to  San  Francisco  in  2000,  and  for  eleven  years  operated 
as  a successful  cultural  event  combining  dinner,  theater,  performance  and  entertainment  at 
Pier  27  and  was  a tenant  in  good  standing  as  defined  by  the  Port's  current  leasing  policies 
throughout  its  tenure  as  a Port  tenant;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  201 1 , the  Port  asked  Teatro  to  terminate  its  lease  at  Pier  27  and  vacate 
its  premises  to  accommodate  the  hosting  of  the  34th  America's  Cup  and  the  construction  of 
the  new  James  R.  Herman  Cruise  Terminal;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  and  Teatro  entered  into  a Mutual  Agreement  for  Lease 
Termination  and  Reservation  of  Rights  Agreement  (“Mutual  Terminal  Agreement")  dated 
August  12,  2011,  which  provides  that  in  exchange  for  terminating  its  lease  at  Pier  27,  Teatro 
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will  be  given  the  exclusive  right  to  negotiate  in  good  faith  with  the  Port  for  a new  lease  at 
Seawall  Lot  324,  located  on  The  Embarcadero  across  from  Pier  9;  and 

WHEREAS,  Teatro,  following  execution  of  the  Mutual  Termination  Agreement,  spent 
many  months  in  2012  and  2013  considering  its  long-term  options  to  return  to  San  Francisco  at 
Seawall  Lot  324,  and  meeting  with  and  listening  to  the  concerns  and  suggestions  of  numerous 
community  groups  and  stakeholders  such  as  The  Barbary  Coast  Neighborhood  Association, 
Gateway  Commons  Buildings  I,  II,  and  III,  Chinese  Community  Development  Center, 
Telegraph  Hill  Dwellers,  Golden  Gateway  Tenants  Association,  the  Northeast  Waterfront 
Advisory  Group,  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission,  Architectural  Review  Subcommittee, 
and  the  Port  and  City  staff;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  results  of  Teatro’s  investigations  and  community  meetings  resulted  in 
accord  among  the  groups  that  Teatro’s  unique  and  highly  successful  dinner-theatre 
performance  and  entertainment  show  is  an  unmatched  addition  to  the  neighborhood,  City  and 
region  and  in  returning  to  San  Francisco,  Teatro  should  devise  a project  that  includes 
improved  public  access  as  a gateway  between  the  waterfront  and  North  Beach  and 
Chinatown,  incorporates  Teatro’s  historic  Speigel-tent  in  a manner  that  better  suits  the 
location  and  the  neighborhood,  is  consistent  with  the  character,  zoning,  and  massing  of  the 
historic  warehouse  district  and  is  true  to  San  Francisco’s  unique  cultural  history;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  total  cost  of  the  design,  permitting,  and  construction  necessary  to 
rebuild  Teatro  as  a stand-alone  structure  at  Seawall  Lot  324  would  be  at  least  five  times  the 
original  cost  of  its  premises  at  Pier  27  so  Teatro  sought  out  and  retained  a partner  to  help  with 
plans,  development,  and  financing  for  a new  project  on  approximately  1 .4  acres  that  includes 
Seawall  Lots  324  and  323  and  portions  of  the  Vallejo  and  Davis  Street  unimproved  rights-of- 
way  on  the  west  side  of  The  Embarcadero  at  Vallejo  Street  (collectively,  the  “Site”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Teatro,  working  with  TZK  Broadway,  LLC  ("TZK”  or  the  “Developer’’),  a 
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California  limited  liability  company  comprised  of  Teatro  and  Kenwood  Investments  No.  6,  LLC, 
wishes  to  build  a new  privately  financed,  state-of-the-art  dinner-theatre-performance  and 
entertainment  venue  that  can  serve  those  purposes  as  a long-term  home  for  Teatro’s 
internationally  acclaimed  dinner  theatre  performance  and  state-of-the-art  180-200  room 
boutique  hotel  which  will  include  up  to  10  rooms  for  visiting  Teatro  artists,  situated  within  a 40- 
foot,  four-story  building,  together  with  related  public  infrastructure  and  access  improvements 
and  other  improvements,  including  construction  of  a new  public  park  and  open  space  at  the 
north  end  of  the  Site  (the  “Project”);  and 

WHEREAS,  A ground  lease  or  other  City  contract  relating  to  development  of  the 
proposed  Project  would  be  subject  to  the  City’s  ordinances  relating  to  labor  representation 
procedures  in  hotel  developments  in  which  the  City  has  an  ongoing  proprietary  interest 
(Administrative  Code,  Sections  23.50  through  23.56)  and  the  City’s  First  Source  Hiring 
Program  (Administrative  Code,  Chapter  83),  as  they  may  apply  to  the  proposed  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  Teatro  and  TZK  have  stated  their  commitment  to  enter  into  an  equal 
opportunity  program  in  connection  with  the  transaction  documents  for  the  Project  that  includes 
the  Local  Hiring  Policy  (Administrative  Code,  Section  6.22(G)),  prevailing  wage  requirements 
(Administrative  Code,  Section  6.22(E))  and  opportunities  for  local  business  enterprises;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  28,  2014,  the  Port  Commission  approved  Resolution

WHEREAS,  The  California  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  for  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Region  (“Water  Board”)  is  the  lead  regulatory  agency  having  oversight  of  the 
environmental  site  investigation  and  remedial  action  at  the  former  Mobil  Oil  fuel  terminal, 
located  at  440  Jefferson  Street,  within  the  block  bounded  by  Leavenworth,  Jefferson,  and 
Hyde  Streets,  and  San  Francisco  Bay  known  as  Wharf  J10;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  8,  2006,  the  Water  Board  issued  Order  R2-2006-0020  (“Order”) 
to  address  the  presence  of  petroleum  hydrocarbons  in  soil  and  groundwater  near  Wharf  J10 
naming  ExxonMobil  (the  successor  in  interest  of  Mobil  Oil)  as  the  primarily  responsible  party 
and  the  City  as  a secondarily  responsible  party;  and 

WHEREAS,  Wharf  J10  is  under  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  Port  of  San

WHEREAS,  ExxonMobil  has  completed  site  investigation  and  remediation  to  treat  and 
remove  petroleum  contamination  from  subsurface  soil,  Bay  sediments,  and  groundwater  in

WHEREAS,  Compliance  with  the  RMP  will  increase  the  cost  of  any  future  projects  by

WHEREAS,  The  Order  requires  ExxonMobil  to  take  long-term  financial  responsibility 
for  such  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Cost  Reimbursement  Agreement  (“Agreement”)  provides  a 
process  for  obtaining  reimbursement  from  ExxonMobil  for  costs  incurred  to  comply  with  the 
RMP  for  a term  of  20  years  or  reimbursement  of  five  million  dollars  ($5,000,000)  (increased 
annually  by  3%)  whichever  occurs  first,  subject  to  good  faith  negotiations  to  extend  the  term 
once  it  expires;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agreement  does  not  release  ExxonMobil  from  liability  or  preclude  the

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA’s  fleet  of  electric  trolley  buses  includes  60  foot  articulated

[Intent  to  Prioritize  Funding  Free  City  College  of  San  Francisco] 

Resolution  reclaiming  the  promise  of  free  higher  education  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  by  securing  funding  to  eliminate  enrollment  fees  for  students  who  are 
San  Francisco  residents  or  working  at  least  half-time  in  San  Francisco,  and  by 
supporting  educational  costs  for  enrolled  students  who  are  in  receipt  of  federal  or  state 
financial  aid. 

WHEREAS,  The  Promise  of  the  landmark  California  Master  Plan  for  Higher  Education 
(1960)  includes  free  tuition  at  all  levels  of  public  higher  education,  specifying  that  community 
colleges  should  have  open  enrollment  and  must  afford  students  an  opportunity  for  a college 
education;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  promise  of  quality,  free  education  has  all  but  disappeared  with 
exponential  increases  in  tuition  and  enrollment  fees,  and  California  community  colleges,  which 
were  free  until  1984,  are  now  $46  per  unit  for  credit  courses;  and 

WHEREAS,  Student  debt  has  skyrocketed,  saddling  recipients  of  four-year  degrees 
with  an  average  of  $35,000  in  student  loan  debt  upon  graduation,  which  is  more  than  one 
trillion  dollars  nationally,  exempt  from  bankruptcy  proceedings,  and  is  now  greater  than  the 
nation’s  credit-card  debt;  and 

WHEREAS,  Nationally  the  movement  to  make  public  higher  education  free  has  gained 
immense  momentum,  with  President  Obama  unveiling  a proposal  for  free  community  college 
in  2015,  at  least  two  Democratic  Presidential  candidates  speaking  publicly  about  making 
college  “free  for  all”  (Bernie  Sanders)  or  “debt-free”  (Hillary  Clinton),  and  at  least  three  states 
having  established  free  community  college  programs  statewide,  with  other  states  in  progress, 
and  several  cities  following  suit;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  denial  of  educational  opportunity  diminishes  economic  democracy, 
social  mobility,  public  health,  and  racial  justice,  and  instead  strengthens  the  school-to-prison 
pipeline  and  the  use  of  military  enlistment  as  one  of  the  only  means  to  attain  the  higher 
educational  opportunities  sought  after  by  many  of  our  low-income  students  with  few,  if  any, 
other  options  due  to  financial  constraints;  and 

WHEREAS,  Working  families,  union  members,  caregivers,  seniors,  individuals  re- 
entering the  workforce,  and  our  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  graduates  throughout 
the  City  rely  on  CCSF  to  train  and  retrain  our  workforce,  teach  English  to  our  immigrant 
populations,  foster  lifelong  learning,  and  provide  affordable,  accessible  pathways  into  all  of 
higher  education’s  opportunities;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  the  ability  to  reclaim  the  California  Master  Plan  for 
Higher  Education  locally  and  ensure  that  its  community  college  fulfills  its  mission,  which  is  to 
provide  educational  programs  and  services  that  promote  student  achievement  and  life-long 
learning  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  diverse  community;  and

WHEREAS,  The  average  median  wage  for  jobs  for  CCSF  graduates  who  completed 
associate  degree,  certificate  or  other  programs  in  which  they  attained  job  skills  required  by 
San  Francisco  and  other  local  employers  was  $59,800  in  the  2011-2012  academic  year, 
which  was  $1 1 ,100  more  than  the  average  median  wage  of  $48,700  for  jobs  that  require  only 
a high  school  education;  and 
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WHEREAS,  A free  CCSF  will  expand  the  school-to-college  pipeline,  which  is  essential 
to  develop  an  educated  workforce  with  the  skills  and  knowledge  needed  to  compete  in  the 
21st  century  workforce;  and 

WHEREAS,  A free  CCSF  will  support  students  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  are 
arriving  at,  or  returning  to,  college  later  in  life,  and  will  also  benefit  the  diverse  communities 
that  are  enrolled  at  CCSF,  which  in  academic  year  2014-2015  included  30.2%  Asian 
students,  25%  White,  23.2%  Latino  students,  8.1%  African  American  students,  5.5%  Filipino, 
0.7%  Pacific  Islander,  2%  American  Indian/Alaskan  Native,  and  4.7%  multiracial  students, 
with  an  increasing  number  of  veterans  and  a majority  of  students  identifying  as  female;  and 

WHEREAS,  CCSF  serves  a diverse  range  of  students,  including  but  not  limited  to 
workers  in  need  of  training  and  re-training,  low-income  and  immigrant  communities,  veterans 
and  the  disabled,  lifelong  learners,  first-generational  college  attendees,  full-and  part-time 
students  in  need  of  second  and  third  chances,  as  well  as  students  transferring  to  four-year 
institutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  as  a whole  will  benefit  with  a more  educated  and  skilled 
populace;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  tuition  and  enrollment  fees,  students  face  education-related 
costs  (not  including  room  and  board  or  childcare  costs)  such  as  transportation,  textbooks,  and 
supplies,  estimated  by  the  CCSF  Financial  Aid  Office  on  the  2015-2016  Student  Expense 
Budget  (“Cost  of  Attendance”)  as  upwards  of  $3,033  annually;  and 

WHEREAS,  Those  students  at  CCSF  who  receive  some  form  of  financial  aid  from 
federal  or  state  sources  still  face  rising  educational  costs  that  result  in  significant  economic

WHEREAS,  Free  City  College’s  objective  is  to  reclaim  free  public  higher  education  by 
eliminating  enrollment  fees  for  all  CCSF  students  who  live  in  San  Francisco  or  work  at  least 
half-time  in  San  Francisco,  and  ensuring  CCSF  is  accessible  by  supporting  students  whose 
tuition  is  already  covered  by  financial  aid  with  support  to  offset  educational  costs  such  as

Resolution  authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to 
expend  SoMa  Community  Stabilization  Fund  dollars  in  the  amount  of  $635,000  to 
address  various  impacts  of  destabilization  on  residents  and  businesses  in  SoMa,  and 
reaffirming  an  administrative  support  plan  for  the  Fund. 

WHEREAS,  On  August  19,  2005,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Ordinance 
No.  217-05  (the  ‘'Ordinance”),  which,  among  other  things,  established  a new  Rincon  Hill 
Downtown  Residential  Mixed  Use  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ordinance  added  Section  418  to  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code, 
which  identifies  a need  to  mitigate  the  impacts  of  new  development  in  the  Rincon  Hill  area  and 
establishes  two  new  fees:  1)  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Infrastructure  Impact  Fee,  which 
provides  specific  improvements,  including  community  open  spaces,  pedestrian  and 
streetscape  improvements  and  other  facilities  and  services;  and  2)  a SoMa  Community 
Stabilization  Fee,  which  mitigates  impacts  on  affordable  housing,  economic  and  community 
development  and  community  cohesion  in  SoMa,  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Planning  Code, 
Section  401  (the  area  bounded  by  Market  Street  to  the  north,  Embarcadero  to  the  east,  King 
Street  to  the  south,  and  South  Van  Ness  and  Division  to  the  west);  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Infrastructure  Impact  Fee  and  the  SoMa 
Community  Stabilization  Fee  are  imposed  on  new  residential  development  within  the  Rincon

Section  827  (the  area  generally  bounded  by  Folsom  Street,  the  Bay  Bridge,  the  Embarcadero, 
and  Essex  Street);  and

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Community  Improvements  Fund  for  the  deposit  of  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Infrastructure

WHEREAS,  The  money  collected  from  the  SoMa  Community  Stabilization  Fee,  along 
with  up  to  $6,000,000  transferred  from  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Improvements  Impact 
Fund,  is  to  be  deposited  in  the  SoMa  Community  Stabilization  Fund  maintained  by  the 
Controller,  which  will  be  used  to  address  various  impacts  of  destabilization  on  residents  and 
businesses  in  SoMa;  and

WHEREAS,  The  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District  (BAAQMD)  is  charged  by 
the  federal  and  state  governments  to  enforce  federal  and  state  air  quality  laws  against 
industrial  sources,  and  its  jurisdiction  covers  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties;  and 

WHEREAS,  BAAQMD’s  mission  statement  is  to  aim  “to  create  a healthy  breathing

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  fact  that  US  Energy  Information  Administration  (EIA)  data 
shows  that  west  coast  gasoline  demand  has  declined  since  2006,  the  five  Bay  Area  petroleum 
refineries  are  seeking  to  adapt  their  facilities  in  order  to  process  dirtier,  higher-sulfur  crude  oil 
feedstock  (crude  slates),  including  Canadian  tar  sands,  among  the  dirtiest  crudes  on  the 
planet;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  October  15,  2014,  the  BAAQMD  Board  of  Directors  approved 
Resolution  No.  2014-07  directing  staff  to  develop  strategies  to  reduce  emissions  from 
petroleum  refineries,  including  Regulation  12,  Rule  16  (Rule  12-16)  to  set  emissions 
thresholds;  and 

WHEREAS,  A coalition  of  community,  environment,  labor  and  academic  groups  has 
submitted  to  BAAQMD  the  “Community-Worker  Proposal”  for  Rule  12-16  to  create 
enforceable  numeric  limits  on  refinery-wide  emissions  of  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  and 
particulate  matter  air  pollution  that  would  not  allow  any  further  increase  of  emissions  from  the

WHEREAS,  Section  36603  of  the  1994  Act  recognizes  the  authority  of  Charter  cities  to 
adopt  ordinances  providing  for  different  methods  of  levying  assessments  for  similar  or 
additional  purposes  from  those  set  forth  in  the  1994  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code 
(“Article  15”)  augments  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating  to  the 
formation  of  community  benefit  districts  and  the  assessments  on  real  property  or  businesses 
within  such  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  1994  Act  and  Article  15  authorize  the  City  to  levy  and  collect 

assessments  on  real  property  within  such  districts  for  the  purpose  of  providing  improvements 
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property  located  within  such  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  XIIID  of  the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the 
California  Government  Code  impose  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating 
to  assessments  on  real  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  36622  of  the  1994  Act  and  Article  15  require  the  preparation  of  a 
management  district  plan  that  includes,  without  limitation,  (1)  a map  showing  all  parcels 
located  in  the  district,  (2)  a description  of  the  boundaries  of  the  district,  (3)  the  name  of  the 
district,  (4)  the  amount  of  the  proposed  assessment  for  each  parcel,  (5)  the  total  annual 
amount  chargeable  to  the  entire  district,  (6)  the  duration  of  the  payments,  (7)  the  property- 
related  services,  (8)  activities  and  improvements  to  be  funded  by  the  assessments  for  each 
year  and  the  maximum  cost  thereof,  (9)  the  method  and  basis  upon  which  the  assessments 
are  calculated  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  each  property  owner  to  calculate  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  to  be  levied  against  his  or  her  property,  (10)  the  time  and  manner  of  collecting  the 
assessments,  (11)  and  a list  of  the  properties  to  be  assessed  (including  assessor  parcel 
numbers);  and 

WHEREAS,  on  September  12,  2006,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No. 
519-06,  declaring  its  intention  to  form  a community  benefit  district  to  be  known  as  the  Central 
Market  Community  Benefit  District  (the  “District”)  and  to  levy  multi-year  assessments  on 
parcels  to  be  included  within  the  proposed  District,  and  approving  the  Central  Market 
Community  Benefit  District  Management  District  Plan  (the  “2006  Management  Plan")  as 
required  by  Section  36622  of  the  1994  Act  and  a detailed  engineer's  report  supporting  the 
assessments  within  the  proposed  District  (the  “2006  Engineers  Report”),  both  of  which  are  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  060860;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  October  31,  2006,  after  conducting  a protest  vote  and  finding  that  a 
weighted  majority  of  ballots  from  the  affected  property  owners  in  the  proposed  District  did  not 
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oppose  establishing  the  proposed  District,  and  after  making  additional  findings  and  taking 
other  legislative  actions,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  631-06, 
establishing  the  District  and  levying  multi-year  special  assessments  on  identified  parcels 
included  within  the  District  pursuant  to  the  2006  Management  Plan  and  2006  Engineer’s 
Report; 

WHEREAS,  on  June  4,  2013,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  167- 
13,  declaring  its  intention  to  renew  and  expand  the  District  and  levy  multi-year  assessments 
on  parcels  included  within  the  proposed  District  for  15  years  commencing  with  fiscal  year 
2013-2014,  and  approving  an  updated  management  district  plan  as  required  by  Section 
36622  of  the  1994  Act  (the  "2013  Management  Plan”)  and  an  updated  detailed  engineer’s 
report  supporting  the  assessments  within  the  proposed  District  (“2013  Engineer’s  Report”), 
both  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130470;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  July  23,  2013,  after  conducting  a protest  vote  and  after  finding  that  a 
weighted  majority  of  ballots  from  the  affected  property  owners  in  proposed  renewed  and 
expanded  District  did  not  oppose  establishing  the  proposed  renewal  and  expansion,  and  after 
making  additional  findings  and  taking  other  legislative  actions,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopted  Resolution  No.  631-06,  establishing  the  renewed  and  expanded  District,  and  levying 
multi-year  special  assessments  on  identified  parcels  included  within  the  renewed  and 
expanded  District  pursuant  to  the  2013  Management  District  Plan  and  2013  Engineer’s 
Report;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  2013  Management  District  Plan,  along  with  the  2013  Engineer's 
Report,  in  order  to  ensure  that  parcels  are  assessed  in  proportion  to  the  special  benefits 
derived  from  the  various  services  and  improvements  in  the  District,  provide  that  the  City  shall 
quantify  the  special  benefits  derived  by  each  parcel  and  calculate  the  annual  assessment  to 
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be  levied  on  each  parcel  by  taking  into  account  objective  parcel  characteristics  such  as  lot 
size,  building  square  footage,  linear  frontage,  and  land  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  2013  Management  Plan  and  2013  Engineer’s  Report  establish  a limit 
on  the  total  assessment  revenues  to  be  collected  from  all  parcels  across  the  entire  District  in 
fiscal  year  2013,  and  state  that  the  total  assessments  in  future  fiscal  years  may  only  be 
increased  by  the  amount  of  the  change  to  the  local  Consumer  Price  Index  (“CPI),  up  to  a 
maximum  of  3%  per  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  limit  established  for  fiscal  year  2013  was  based  on  the  projected  needs 
of  the  District  at  the  time  the  District  was  renewed  and  expanded  in  2013,  and  did  not  take 
into  account  future  development  in  the  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  District  is  experiencing  significant  development  and  is  expected  to 
experience  significant  further  development  during  the  fifteen  year  assessment  term,  which  will 
create  increased  demand  for  services  and  improvements  in  the  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  1994  Act  and  Article  15  allow  the  City  to  propose  modifications  to  the 
2013  Management  Plan  and  2013  Engineer’s  Report,  and  allow  the  property  owners  in  the 
District  to  vote  on  the  proposed  modifications;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  non-profit  owners’  association  that  administers  the  services  and 
improvements  in  the  District  has  submitted  a written  request  that  the  City  modify  the  2013 
Management  Plan  and  2013  Engineer’s  Report  to  clarify  that  the  3%  limit  on  CPI  increases 
does  not  prohibit  the  City  from  updating  the  assessments  under  the  existing  formula  to  reflect 
changes  to  parcels  after  they  were  first  assessed  in  2013,  as  reflected  in  the  revised 
Management  Plan  and  Engineer’s  Report,  both  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  160793  and  are  incorporated  by  reference  as  though  set  forth  fully 
herein;  and 
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WHEREAS,  approving  the  proposed  modifications  to  the  2013  Management  Plan  and 
1 201 3 Engineer’s  Report  will  enable  the  District's  budget  to  increase  commensurate  with  the 
District's  growth;  and 

WHEREAS,  allowing  the  District’s  budget  to  increase  commensurate  with  the  District’s 
growth  would  effectuate  the  purposes  of  the  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  event  that  the  proposed  modifications  are  not  approved,  the  existing 
2013  Management  Plan  and  2013  Engineer’s  Report  will  remain  effective;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows; 

Section  1.  Pursuant  to  Section  36636  of  the  1994  Act  and  Article  15,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  modify  the  2013  Management  Plan  and  2013  Engineer’s 
Report  for  the  Central  Market  Community  Benefit  District,  as  set  forth  in  the  revised 
Management  Plan  and  Engineer’s  Report  for  the  District,  both  of  which  are  hereby  approved. 
The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  make  the  revised  Management  Plan  and  Engineer’s  Report  and 
other  documents  related  to  the  proposed  modification  and  included  in  the  record  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  available  to  the  public  for  review  during  normal  business  hours,  Monday 
through  Friday  8:00  a.m.  through  5:00  p.m.,  excluding  legal  holidays. 

Section  2.  A public  hearing  on  the  proposed  modifications  shall  be  conducted  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  sitting  as  a Committee  of  the  Whole  on  September  20,  201 6 at  3:00 
p.m.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  matter  may  be  heard  in  the  Board’s  Legislative  Chambers 
Second  Floor,  City  Hall,  1 Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California,  94102.  At 
this  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hear  public  testimony  regarding  the  proposed 
modifications,  including  testimony  from  all  interested  persons  for  or  against  the  proposed 
modifications  and  any  other  related  matters.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  waive  any 
irregularity  in  the  form  or  content  of  any  written  protest,  and  at  the  public  hearing  may  correct 
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minor  defects  in  the  proceedings.  All  protests  submitted  by  affected  property  owners  and 
received  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  the  public  testimony  portion  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be 
tabulated  to  determine  whether  a majority  protest  exists. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public 
Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot  Proceeding,  and  Assessment  Ballot,  both  of  which  are  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  160793,  and  which  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein. 

Section  4.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area 
encompassed  by  the  District  with  the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of 
the  City;  the  proposed  modifications  will  not  affect  the  City’s  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the 
same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar 
areas  of  the  City  during  the  term  of  the  District. 

Section  5.  Environmental  Findings.  Following  the  approval  of  this  Resolution,  the 
Planning  Department  shall  determine  whether  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are 
in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.),  and  shall  respond  in  writing  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  prior  to  the  Board’s  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  actions  on  September  20, 
2016  at  3:00  p.m. 

Section  6.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  as 
provided  in  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Section  36623,  California  Government 
Code  Section  53753,  California  Constitution  Article  XIIID  Section  4,  San  Francisco  Charter 
Section  16.1 12,  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  67.7-1 .

WHEREAS,  The  application  selection  and  scoring  criteria  in  the  Guidelines  state  that 
additional  points  will  be  awarded  to  joint  applications  from  a housing  developer  and  a public 
agency  that  has  authority  over  public  transit  or  transportation  infrastructure,  such  as  the 
SFMTA;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  AHSC  Program  requires  that  joint  applicants  for  a project  will  be  held

Property  Holder,  L.P,  a Delaware  limited  partnership  and  an  affiliate  of  Tishman  Speyer, 
for  the  purpose  of  developing  affordable  for-sale  housing  for  low  and  moderate  income 
households;  and  making  findings  under  California  Health  and  Safety  Code, 

Section  33433. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Board  of  Supervisors”)  adopted,  by  Ordinance  Nos.  124-05  (June  23,  2005)  and  99-06  (May 
19,  2006),  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Project  Area,  (the 
“Project  Area”)  and  has  amended  it  from  time  to  time  (the  “Redevelopment  Plan"),  to 
undertake  a variety  of  projects  and  activities  to  alleviate  blighting  conditions  and  to  provide 
affordable  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  legislative  body  for  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  shall  approve,  under  Section  33433  of  California’s  Health  and  Safety  Code 
(“Health  and  Safety  Code”),  the  sale  or  lease  of  parcels  that  a redevelopment  agency 
acquired  with  tax  increment  moneys;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2003,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (“Former  Agency”)  acquired  Assessor’s  Parcel  Block  No.  3740,  Lot  No.  027,  with 
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tax  increment  moneys  from  the  Low  and  Moderate  Income  Housing  Fund  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  affordable  housing  for  low  and  moderate  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2003  the  State  of  California  Legislature  enacted  Assembly  Bill  812 
(“AB  812”)  authorizing  the  demolition  of  the  then-existing  Transbay  Terminal  building  and  the 
construction  of  the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center  (the  "Transit  Center”)  (Stat.  2003,  Chapter 
99,  codified  at  Section  5027.1  of  the  California  Public  Resources  Code)  and  requiring  25%  of 
the  residential  units  developed  in  the  Project  Area  be  for  low  income  households  and  an 
additional  10%  for  moderate  income  households  (the  "Transbay  Affordable  Housing 
Obligation”);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2005,  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  (the  “TJPA”)  and  the  Former 
Agency  entered  into  an  agreement  to  facilitate  the  implementation  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan 
("Implementation  Agreement”),  which  required  the  Former  Agency  to  (1)  prepare  and  sell 
certain  State-owned  Parcels  to  third  parties,  (2)  deposit  the  sales  proceeds  into  a trust 
account  to  help  finance  the  Transit  Center  and  infrastructure,  (3)  implement  the 
Redevelopment  Plan,  and  (4)  fulfill  the  Transbay  Affordable  Housing  Obligation;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  1, 2012,  the  Former  Agency  was  dissolved  under 
Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law,  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  Sections  34170  et  seq. 
and  the  Successor  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  commonly  known  as  the  Office  of  Community  Investment  and  Infrastructure 
(“Successor  Agency”  or  “OCII”),  assumed  certain  assets,  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Former 
Agency;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  15,  2013,  the  California  Department  of  Finance  ("DOF”) 
determined  “finally  and  conclusively,”  under  Cal.  Health  & Safety  Code  § 34177.5  (i),  that  the 
Implementation  Agreement,  the  Transbay  Affordable  Housing  Obligation,  and  the  Transbay 
Redevelopment  Project  Tax  Increment  Allocation  and  Sales  Proceeds  Pledge  Agreement 
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(“Pledge  Agreement”)  are  enforceable  obligations  that  survived  the  dissolution  of  the  Former 
Agency  and  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Successor  Agency;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Implementation  Agreement  and  other  Transbay  obligations  require 
OCII  to  take  the  actions  proposed  by  this  Resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  owners  of  private  property  in  the  Project  Area  may  participate  in  the 
redevelopment  of  their  property  under  the  Rules  Governing  Participation  by  Property  Owners, 
adopted  by  Redevelopment  Agency  Resolution  No.  17-2005  (Jan.  25,  2005)  (the  “Owner 
Participation  Rules”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Owner  Participation  Rules  require  that  the  owners  of  private  property 
agree  to  conform  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  and  provide  that  certain  individual  parcels 
should  be  aggregated  to  create  efficient  and  marketable  parcels  to  accomplish  the  purposes 
of,  and  conform  to,  the  Redevelopment  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  development  site  commonly  known  as  Block  1 is  a 54,098  square  foot 
site  on  Folsom  Street  between  Main  and  Spear  Streets  ("Site”),  two  blocks  south  and  two 
blocks  east  of  the  future  Transbay  Transit  Center;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  site  consists  of  Assessor’s  Parcel  Block  No.  3740,  Lot  Nos.  027,  029, 
030,  031,  and  032;  and 

WHEREAS,  Lot  No.  027  is  a 34,133  square  foot  parcel  owned  by  OCII  (the  “Public 
Parcel”);  Lot  Nos.  029,  030,  031,  and  032  are  owned  by  Block  One  Property  Holder,  L.P.,  a 
Delaware  limited  partnership,  and  an  affiliate  of  Tishman  Speyer  (“Developer”)  and  consist  of 
19,965  square  feet  (the  “Private  Parcel”)  (together,  “Block  1”);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  conformance  with  the  Redevelopment  Plan  and  the  Owner  Participation 
Rules,  the  Development  Controls  require  that  the  Public  Parcel  be  aggregated  with  the  Private 
Parcel  for  suitable  development  on  Block  1;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  November  18,  2014,  the  Commission  on  Community  Investment  and 
Infrastructure  (the  “Commission”)  unanimously  approved  by  Resolution  No.  45-2014,  an 
Exclusive  Negotiation  Agreement  (the  “ENA”)  between  the  Developer  and  OCII  so  the  parties 
could  negotiate  the  terms  of  the  sale  of  the  Public  Parcel  and  development  of  Block  1;  and 

WHEREAS,  Block  1 is  planned  for  a residential  development  including  the  following:  1) 
a market-rate  residential  component  consisting  of  approximately  235  for-sale  residential  units 
in  an  up  to  400-foot  residential  tower  and  adjacent  townhomes;  2)  an  inclusionary  affordable 
housing  component  consisting  of  80  for-sale  units  in  the  tower  and  adjacent  townhomes,  50  of 
which  will  be  affordable  to  households  earning  100%  of  area  median  income  and  30  of  which 
will  be  affordable  to  households  earning  120%  of  area  median  income;  3)  an  OCII-subsidized 
affordable  housing  component  consisting  of  76  for-sale  units  all  of  which  will  be  affordable  to 
households  earning  80  to  100%  of  area  median  income,  with  no  more  than  an  average  of 
90%  of  area  median  income  ; and  4)  10,210  square  feet  of  ground  floor  retail  (“Project");  and 
WHEREAS,  The  development  program  for  the  Site  conforms  to  the  Redevelopment 
Plan,  the  Implementation  Plan,  the  Transbay  Affordable  Housing  Obligation,  the  Development 
Controls  as  amended,  and  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Project  Area  Streetscape  and  Open 
Space  Concept  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  development  program  for  the  Site  required  an  amendment  to  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  to  increase  the  maximum  height  limit  of  the  residential  tower  from  300 
feet  to  400  feet  (the  “Plan  Amendment”),  as  well  as  a corresponding  amendment  to  the 
Development  Controls  to  reflect  the  Plan  Amendment;  and

amendments  to  the  Development  Controls  by  Resolution  No.  28-2016  (June  21,  2016);  and 
WHEREAS,  On  February  25,  2016,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission 
determined  by  Motion  No.  19573  that  the  Plan  Amendment  conforms  to  the  San  Francisco 
General  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  26,  2016,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
Ordinance  No.  062-16  approving  the  Plan  Amendment;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  21,  2016,  after  holding  a duly-noticed  public  hearing  under 
Section  33431  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  the  Commission  approved,  by 
Resolution  No.  29-2016,  an  owner  participation/  disposition  and  development  agreement  (the 
“Block  1 Agreement”)  for  the  sale  of  the  Public  Parcel,  the  Developer’s  owner  participation  in 
the  development  of  Block  1,  and  development  of  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Block  1 Agreement  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No 
160755;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  consideration  negotiated  by  OCII  under  the  Block  1 Agreement  for  the 
Public  Parcel  consists  of  several  components  that  meet  or  exceed  $50,180,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  components  include:  1)  the  purchase  price,  based  on  an  appraised 
value  of  $19,180,000,  that  will  not  be  paid  in  cash  at  close  of  escrow  but  instead  will  be 
applied  to  the  cost  of  development  of  the  76  units  of  affordable  housing  in  the  OCII  Affordable 
Project;  2)  a percentage  of  affordable  units  and  dispersal  of  affordable  units  within  the  Project 
that  exceed  the  ENA  requirements  and  that  result  in  the  loss  of  Developer  revenues  of 
approximately  $17,000,000  (specifically,  the  number  of  affordable  units  increased  from  141  to 
156,  resulting  in  a change  in  the  overall  level  of  Project  affordability  from  35%  to  40%.  and  the 
location  of  the  units  in  the  Developer  Affordable  Project  changed  from  the  lower  floors  of  the 
tower,  as  agreed  upon  in  the  ENA,  to  the  first  26  floors  of  the  tower);  and  3)  the  Developer’s 
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obligation  to  fund  the  full  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  OCII  Affordable  Project,  which  results 
in  a net  cost  to  the  Developer  of  approximately  $14,000,000  because  the  construction  costs 
exceed  the  projected  sales  revenues  for  these  units;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Block  1 Agreement  includes  other  terms  and  conditions  such  as  a 
$2,000,000  good  faith  deposit  by  the  Developer  to  be  refunded  upon  commencement  of 
substantial  construction;  the  right  of  OCII  to  record  a reversionary  quitclaim  deed  to  take  title 
to  the  Public  Parcel  at  no  cost  to  OCII  if  the  Developer  does  not  meet  certain  terms  of  the 
Block  1 Agreement,  including  reaching  commencement  of  substantial  construction  within  the 
timeline  memorialized  in  the  Block  1 Agreement;  and  Developer  contribution  of  $225,000  to 
OCII  or  its  designee  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  residents  of  the  Affordable  Housing 
Units  from  excessive  and/or  increasing  Homeowners  Association  (“HOA”)  costs  (including 
litigation  costs);  and 

WHEREAS,  Developer  has  agreed  to  include  in  the  Covenants  Conditions  and  Restrictions 
(as  defined  in  the  Block  1 Agreement)  a requirement  that  the  Project’s  Market  Rate  HOA  (as 
defined  in  the  Block  1 Agreement)  shall  have  the  right,  subject  to  concurrence  of  the 
Affordable  Projects  HOA  (as  defined  in  the  Block  1 Agreement),  to  pursue,  at  the  Market  Rate 
HOA’s  sole  cost,  any  claims  related  to  construction  defects  within  the  Project,  but  without 
differentiating  between  market  rate  units  and  affordable  units  in  any  settlement  (the  “HOA 
Claims  Right”),  subject  to  governing  laws  and  to  the  review  and  approval  of  the  California 
Bureau  of  Real  Estate;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  the  Public  Parcel  was  acquired  with  tax  increment  moneys, 
Section  33433  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  requires  the  Board  of  Supervisors’ 
approval  of  its  sale,  after  public  hearing,  and  a determination  that  the  sales  price  meets  or 
exceeds  the  standards  for  fair  market  value  or  fair  reuse  value  in  Section  33433;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  held  a public  hearing  on  this  matter  on  July  25, 
2016,  and  notice  of  the  public  hearing  was  published  consistent  with  Health  and  Safety  Code 
Section  33433;  and 

WHEREAS,  OCII  prepared  and  submitted  a report  consistent  with  the  requirements  of 
Health  and  Safety  Code,  Section  33433,  and  a summary  of  the  transaction  describing  the  cost 
of  the  Block  1 Agreement  to  OCII,  the  value  of  the  property  interest  to  be  conveyed,  the
